I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  all  T.N.A.  members  that  besides  our 
regular  election  of  officers,  we  will  also  have  two  important  propositions  on 
the  ballot. 

#  1  will  be  the  question  of  lowering  the  admission  age  of  junior  members. 
Our  constitution  sets  the  minimum  age  at  14  years.  We  feel  that  this  should  be 
lowered  to  11  years  as  was  discussed  at  our  open  T.N.A.  membership  meeting 
in  Galveston  last  Spring. 

#2  is  to  change  the  time  for  the  1968  convention.  Our  constitution  sets  the 
time  as  April  or  the  last  week  in  March.  Due  to  the  heavy  demands  during  the 
HemisFair,  the  host  clubs  have  been  unable  to  get  hotel  space  during  the  pre¬ 
scribed  period.  The  earliest  time  available  is  June  17.  18  and  19.  If  we  are  to 
have  our  convention  at  San  Antonio  during  the  HemisFair,  the  change  of  date 
must  be  approved.  Please  understand  that  the  change  will  be  for  the  1968 
convention  only.  I  urge  you  to  vote  in  favor  of  this  proposition. 

Those  of  you  who  plan  on  attending  the  Dallas  T.N.A.  convention  April  14-16 
had  better  be  getting  sour  reservations.  They  are  real  scarce.

Coin  Week 
In  Texas 

The  Honorable  John  Connallv, 
Governor  of  Texas,  has  officially  pro¬ 
claimed  COIN  WEEK  in  Texas  for 
the  period  of  April  22-29  at  the  re¬ 
quest  of  the  Austin  Coin  Club,  and 
that  organization  immediately  an¬ 
nounced  plans  for  a  week-long  ob¬ 
servance  for  one  of  Texas’  most  pop¬ 
ular  hobbies. 

Lyman  Bartee  and  Wilson  Forman, 
both  of  Austin,  received  the  proclam¬ 
ation  from  Governor  Connallv  in 
early  February.  Bartee  is  serving  as 
general  chairman  for  the  Austin 
Club’s  annual  “Money  Mart,”  sched¬ 
uled  for  September  23-24. 

Col.  E.  M.  Rice,  Austin  club  vice 
president,  was  named  chairman  of 
two  special  numismatic  exhibit  ev¬ 
ents  to  be  sponsored  by  the  club 
during  Coin  Week.  A  day-long  dis¬ 
play  of  special  collections  of  all  types 
of  coins  and  currency  will  be  arran¬ 
ged  in  the  showrooms  of  Chas. 
Maund  Motor  Co.  A  two-dav  coin 
show  and  exhibit  will  take  place  at 
Montgomery  Ward  Capitol  Plaza 
store. 

Col.  Rice  said  both  shows  during 
past  years  had  developed  unusual 
interest  in  numismatics  among  new 
or  beginning  collectors,  and  informa¬ 
tion  and  education  of  these  new¬ 
comers  to  the  hobby  would  be  major 
goals  again  this  year. 

Brad  H.  Smith,  also  of  Austin,  is 
acting  as  publicity  chairman  for  both 
events. 
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ADDITION  TO  MINT  CABINET 
FROM  CORPUS  CHRISTI  MAN  -  1884 


(Editor’s  Note— The  following  was 
taken  in  part  from  the  American 
Journal  of  Numismatics,  Page  90, 
April  1  SS  I  edition  and  submitted  by 
Holland  Wallace  of  Racine,  Wise., 
formerly  of  Texas.) 

In  describing  (recent)  donations  to 
the  United  States  Mint  Cabinet  at 
Philadelphia,  Patterson  Dubois  said: 
"...  we  have  from  Quartermaster  Gen¬ 
eral  Meigs  a  half  dollar  and  pistareen 
of  Carolus  and  Johana  of  Spain. 
These  pieces  were  presented  to  Gen¬ 
era!  Meigs  at  Corpus  Christi,  Texas, 
in  1870,  The  special  interest  attach¬ 
ing  to  them,  is  their  having  been 
found  on  the  beach  of  Padre  Island, 
off  the  southerly  coast  of  Texas.  The 
supposition  is  that  they  were  washed 
up  from  a  sunken  treasure  ship, 
wrecked  on  the  coast  while  carrying 
funds  to  the  army  of  Cortez,  who 
entered  the  City  of  Mexico  in  1519. 

“The  good  condition  of  the  pieces 
seems  to  warrant  our  accepting  this 
briny  romance  ‘cum  grano  sabs’.  An¬ 
tiquarian  stories  must  expect  to 
stand  the  tests  of  the  chemist  as  well 
as  of  the  historian.  This  reminds  me, 
however,  of  some  specimens  in  our 
cabinet,  from  the  wreck  of  the  San 
Pedro,  some  account  of  which  may 
not  be  uninteresting  here. 

“Early  in  1815,  a  naval  armada 
was  fitted  out  in  Spain  by  Ferdinand 
VII.  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the 
rebellious  colonies  in  South  America. 
The  military  force  of  this  expedition 
amounted  to  ten  thousand  men,  of 
whom  two  thousand  were  on  board 
the  flagship  San  Pedro.  This  vessel 
was  also  freighted  to  a  large  amount 
with  gunpowder,  cannon  balls  and 
specie.”  The  fleet  touched  at  the  Is¬ 
land  of  Marguerita,  near  the  coast  of 
Venezuela. 

“After  leaving  the'  island,  the  ves¬ 


sel  took  fire,  burnt  four  hours  until 
the  magazine  caught  and  exploded, 
and  the  wreck  went  down  with  four 
hundred  men. 

“Tlie  right  of  working  the  wreck 
was  granted  about  thirty  years  after 
to  a  Baltimore  Company,  known  as 
the  ‘San  Pedro  Company.’  Divers 
were  set  to  work,  and  the  wreck 
found  in  60  feet  of  water  on  a  hard 
bed  of  coral.  Over  this  there  was  a 
deposit  of  mud,  and  again  over  this 
a  layer  of  coral  which  had  to  be  pier¬ 
ced  to  arrive  at  the  treasure.  The 
Spanish  dollars  recovered  w'ere  sent 
to  Philadelphia,  and  up  to  September, 
1848,  about  75  thousand  dollars  had 
been  recovered  and  recoined. 

“The  dollars  were  much  corroded 
and  encrusted,  the  coating  having 
first  to  be  removed  to  bring  the  piec¬ 
es  into  fit  condition  for  minting;  the 
loss  by  corrosion  was  considerable; 
one  dollar,  with  the  impression  still 
visible,  being  reduced  to  34  cents  in 
value.  In  the  light  of  these  and  other 
facts,  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  how 
the  pieces  found  in  Texas  could  have 
come  so  clean  from  their  reputed 
bath  of  over  300  years;  but  thev  are 
worth  keeping  for  all  that,  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Meigs  has  the  thanks  of  the  Re¬ 
public  for  them.”

The  first  reguar  issue  of  U.  S.  cur¬

1861  carried  the  portrait  of  Alexan¬ 
der  Hamilton  on  the  $5  denomination 
and  that  of  Abraham  Lincoln  on  the 
$10  denomination. 
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COLLECTORS  HOPE  TO  CURB 
QUESTIONABLE  PROMOTIONS 

A  quiet  move  is  underway  to  ele¬ 
vate  coin  collecting  to  a  level  that 
will  exclude  many  of  the  questionable 
promotions  and  practices  of  the  past 
ten  years. 

Such  a  plan  is  primarily  aimed  at 

(1)  elimination  of  “sharp”  transac¬ 
tions  that  usually  hurt  new  collectors 

(2)  deliberate  overgrading  of  coins 
sold  by  mail  (3)  virtual  guarantees  of 
huge  profits  when  certain  coins  are 
sold,  and  (4)  hoarding  of  recent  coins 
known  to  be  of  large  mintage  and  of 
no  special  value  from  a  numismatic 
standpoint. 

All  of  these  practices  should  go, 
leading  numismatic  associations  and 
hobby  leaders  say. 

The  percentage  of  unscrupulous 
persons  in  coin  collecting  is  probably 
no  larger  than  in  any  other  mush¬ 
rooming  hobby,  but  the  need  for 
raising  operating  standards  is  recog¬ 
nized  by  all  who  have  seen  a  hund¬ 
red  types  and  personalities  of  collec¬ 
tors  and  dealers  rush  into  what  has 
been  a  very  frenzied  and  lucrative 
activity. 

One  great  fault  has  been  the  vulner¬ 
ability  of  new  collectors  to  exper¬ 
ienced  traders  who  habitually  drive 
very  hard  bargains.  The  novice  who 
“fills  a  board"  or  completes  a  small 
collection  of  some  kind,  and  then 
learns  he  has  consistently  paid  ex¬ 
orbitant  prices  from  a  supplier  may 
become  embittered  enough  to  drop 
the  hobby.  However,  most  of  these 
simply  shrug  off  their  gullibility  to 
the  cost  of  learning  the  hard  way, 
and  then  continue  their  coin  pur¬ 
chases  on  a  more  experienced  and

satisfying  basis. 

Pureheses  of  large  quantities  of 
recent  coins  by  beginners  who  were 
influenced  by  pressure  selling  have 
in  many  cases  backfired  on  such  eag¬ 
er  dispensers  of  common  material. 

Until  a  year  ago  it  was  compara¬ 
tively  easy  to  sell  almost  any  coins 
in  rolls,  or  to  move  quantities  of  cer¬ 
tain  circulated  coins  minted  after 
1930.  In  the  grab  for  anything  with  a 
possible  growth  potential,  the  mil¬ 
lions  of  new  collectors  listened  eager¬ 
ly  to  certain  dealers  who  at  last  saw 
a  chance  to  sell  the  highly  marginal 
items  they  had  so  long  held  on  their 
shelves.  This  type  of  traffic  became 
big  business  by  any  yardstick. 

Two  years  ago  it  looked  almost  as 
if  a  coin  collector  could  do  nothing 
wrong.  The  demand  for  all  coins  was 
brisk  and  many  common  items  were 
in  short  supply  for  a  while.  Each 
month  quotations  rose  and  the  new 
“investors”  really  felt  secure  in  their 
recent  purchases. 

But  in  due  time  a  lull  came  and  the 
cheap  bulk  material  did  not  sell  read¬ 
ily.  Much  of  the  resulting  disap¬ 
pointment  could  be  traced  to  dealers 
who  dabbled  in  circulated  coins  and 
recent  uncirculated  rolls.  No  law  was 
violated  in  the  rather  dubious  sales 
of  very  cheap  material  to  beginners, 
but  the  hobby  suffered  a  setback 
from  the  mass  movement  of  coins  - 
that  never  should  have  been  removed 
from  circulation. 

A  concerted  effort  also  is  being 
made  by  influential  coin  societies  to 
enlighten  the  public  on  the  fallacy  of 
the  blind  hoarding  of  common  coins. 
Mam  of  the  coins  now  in  hiding  are 
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so  numerous  that  only  a  wide-open 
inflationary  condition  could  make 
them  valuable  above  their  face  value. 
Even  the  silver  coins  now  hoarded  in 
quantity  seem  to  have  a  very  limited 
enhancement  potential,  but  their  high 
bullion  content  admittedly  does  give 
them  the  advantage  over  ordinary 
copper  and  nickel  coins. 

Many  reliable  dealers  were  caught 
with  large  stocks  of  common  coins 
that  were  moving  briskly  until  a  year 
ago.  The  almost-sudden  lull  found 
shelves  full  of  items  that  formerly 
were  in  big  demand  from  the  millions 
of  new  collectors  who  had  not  learn¬ 
ed  to  become  selective  in  their  buy¬ 
ing  habits. 

Pressure  from  the  Treasury  De¬ 


partment  helped  to  break  up  the  traf¬ 
fic  in  common  circulated  coins.  The 
audacity  of  a  speculator  who  offered 
to  furnish  banks  with  current  circu¬ 
lated  coins  at  a  small  premium  pro¬ 
bably  was  the  spark  that  touched  off 
the  campaign  to  keep  ordinary  coins 
in  circulation. 

But  there  is  no  law  that  prevents 
any  individual  from  withdrawing 
from  circulation  coins  of  his  choosing. 
Good  taste  and  common  sense,  how¬ 
ever,  tend  toward  a  reasonable  with¬ 
drawal  plan  that  will  lend  dignity  to 
numismatics.  In  simpler  words,  de¬ 
liberate  hoarding  of  common  coins 
does  not  appear  to  be  a  sensible  and 
profitable  practice.

THE  $  SIGN 

The  origin  of  the  $  sign  has  been 
variously  accounted  for.  with  perhaps 
the  most  widely  accepted  explana¬ 
tion  being  that  it  is  the  result  of  ev¬ 
olution,  independently  in  different 
places,  of  the  Mexican  or  Spanish  ‘P's 
for  pesos,  or  piastres,  or  pieces  of 
eight.  The  theory,  derived  from  a 
study  of  old  manuscripts,  is  that  the 
“S”  gradually  came  to  be  written 
over  the  “P”  developing  a  close  equi¬ 
valent  of  the  $  mark,  which  eventual¬ 
ly  evolved.  It  was  widely  used  before 
the  adoption  of  the  LL  S.  dollar  in 
1785.

LEGAL  TENDER 

Public  Law  89-81,  the  Coinage 
Act  of  July  23,  1965,  defines  Legal 
Tender  as  follows: 

"All  coins  and  currencies  of  the 
United  States  (including  Federal  Re¬ 
serve  notes  and  circulating  notes  of 
Federal  Reserve  banks  and  national 
banking  associations),  regardless  of 
when  coined  or  issued,  shall  be  legal 
tender  for  all  debts,  public  and  pri¬ 
vate,  public  charges,  taxes,  duties, 
and  dues.”  This  is  substantially  iden¬ 
tical  with  a  provision  of  the  Act  of 
May  12,  1933,  as  amended  by  the 
Joint  Resolution  of  June  5,  1933,  in 
effect  up  to  the  date  of  enactment  of 
the  Coinage  Act.
